During  1978  Utah  had  12.5 
marriages  per  1,000  residents.

A  national  study  indicated  that  40  to 
50  percent  of  all  married  people  will 
experience  a  divorce  during  their 
lifetime,  Moore  said.  But  the  study 
was  a  “gross  inaccuracy,”  according  to 
Rollins. 

“A  1970  study  in  Utah  showed  that 
only  15  percent  of  all  married  people  in 
Utah  were  divorced  or  had  ever  been 
divorced,”  Rollins  said.
